Sires of 2-Year-Old Money-Earners 


During the first three months of 1947 
(through March 29) a total of 139 2-year- 
olds were winners in North America. Stat- 
istics compiled in the office of Tuk BLoop- 
Horse show that 134 other first-season per- 
formers placed second or third, and that 
another 24 earned fourth-place money. 

Thus, in 175 races a total of 297 horses 
earned a portion of some purse, the ag- 
gregate being $410,440. 

The list below includes all sires repre- 
sented by 2-year-old money-earners this 
year, through March 29. In this prelim- 
inary period no sire was represented by 
more than three winners, and there were 
five which had three each, Bargello, *Beau 
Pere, and Heelfly, standing in California, 
and Grand Slam and Jamestown, Ken- 
tucky stallions.

whose name stands at the top of the list, 
stands at Henry Knight’s Almahurst Farm 
in Jessamine County, Kentucky, about a 
dozen miles from Lexington.

California. 

Through March 29 seven 2-year-olds had 
become stakes winners, no two by the same 
sire. These were Candy Kane, by Bar- 
gello; Phar Mon, by Easy Mon; Queen 
Hairan, by *Hairan; Secreto, by *Ka- 
huna (by *Blenheim 2nd); Nearway, by 
Ladysman; Romanette, by Roman; and 
Calandria, by *This England (by Hy- 
perion). 

Calandria won the $1,500-added Los 
Bebes Stakes—two furlongs, for 2-year-old 
fillies foaled in Cuba—at Havana, Febru- 
ary 2. Bred and owned by Ramon F. 
Crusellas, she is out of the Jamestown 
mare Disown. Secreto won the colts’ di- 
Vision of the same race a week later. He 
was bred by the Guanamquilla Stud Farm 
and is owned and trained by A. P. Palacio. 
He is out of the John P. Grier mare Love 
Potion.

The Service Must Be Destroyed 


N Kentucky an idea is building. It is shaping up as plain- 

ly as the steelwork of the unfinished building outside our 
window. It is being built, like all buildings and all ideas, 
of the materials at hand. It is a four-story idea: 

(1) Betting is legal inside a race course. (2) Betting 
is illegal outside a race course. (3) What separates the in- 
side of a race track from the outside? Nothing but a fence. 
(4) How can it be that something is right on one side of a 
fence, wrong on the other: It can’t be. Either both are 
right, or neither is right. 

The reasoning is loose at the joints, but to many voters 
the conclusion seems inescapable. “They are only moderately 
impressed that the same sort of wall (licensed responsibility ) 
is all that divides a liquor dealer from a bootlegger, mar- 
riage from vowless cohabitation, a pharmacist from a dope 
peddler, a stock salesman from a con man. 

In Louisville last week a prosecutor was trying to per- 
suade a jury to send a handbook operator to jail, on a charge 
of maintaining a common nuisance. He explained the dif- 
ference between race tracks and handbooks, and added: 
“Why are handbooks prohibited? 
influence. 


They are a pernicious 
They corrupt government.” He wanted the 
man sent for 60 days to a handbookless jail. 

The law said a handbook operator should go to the peni- 
tentiary. But juries wouldn’t send handbook operators to 
the penitentiary. So the nuisance charge was tried, as an 
experiment. It didn’t work either. Juries won’t send hand- 
book operators anywhere. (Recently a New York bookie, 
according to the World-Telegram, was found guilty and 
fined $100. “The same day he handled $83,000 in bets.) 

At Covington, Ky., Federal Judge Mac Swinford dis- 
barred from Federal Court practice the commonwealth’s 
attorney in Kenton County, Ulie J. Howard, because he 
made “no effort, worthy of the name, to enforce gambling 
laws.” Among other things, Howard was attorney for a 
telephone company, and Judge Swinford noted that during 
the war handbooks had telephones when others did not. 

This action appeared unprecedented; at least it was on 
no beaten path. It suggested the possibility of further ac- 
tion. Citizens had been putting up with the mess as long 
as they could stand it, and were organized for action. ‘The 
man who led the attack on Howard was thinking of running 
for governor, and he was counsel for a group of churches. 


The ambition for the governorship was founded on what 
the man probably considered a triumph. Actually it was 
an admission of failure; he had only seen the Federal judge 
pull Kenton County’s chestnut out of the fire. This was 
a peanut-size parallel with the Federal Government’s jail- 
ing of Al Capone after Chicago and Illinois had failed to 
lay a finger upon him. 

There was revenge, but no solution. Capone went to 
prison, but his business carried on. His gangsters and others 
continued to flourish. ‘Their capital still was Chicago. 

Obviously the Federal Government is not going to make 
sinful communities virtuous by making an occasional pass 
at a malefactor. It is just as plain that local governments, 
except in occasional and isolated instances, can no more con- 
trol extra-legal gambling than a man can hold down a 
globule of quicksilver with a thumb. An occasional isolated 
triumph may be gratifying but is not significant. 

So the choice which the public is now in the process of 
making is between legalization of handbooks and abolition 
of racing. It knows that neither of these is a proper choice. 
It knows also that if you cannot untie a knot you can cut it. 

Behind all this lies a possibility which has never been 
thoroughly and sincerely tried. ‘The life-blood of hand- 
books is the illicit, underground “service”? which supplies 
them with information—“They’re off at Arlington. Quarter 
at Suffolk Downs: Air Rate . . .” The service operates 
through the assistance of a public utility. It produces an 
empire of underground wealth, crime, and political corrup- 
tion, and everybody knows it. 

As long as the service continues, it will do no good to shut 
down one handbook, or three hundred handbooks. It will 
only mollify the rage of a public which has no means of pre- 
venting the establishment of new handbooks. 

If racing is to survive, the service must be destroyed. If 
the people are not to make monkeys of themselves forever, 
the service must be destroyed. 

‘There are laws against the operation of the service. If 
they are not good enough, we can make them better. If 
we cannot destroy the service we cannot possibly destroy 
handbooks. If we do not attempt it, we are too lacking in 
sincerity to deserve good government, and may as well con- 
sign ourselves cheerfully to the control of politicians who 
protect smart criminals first and stupid law-abiders later.

Illusion at Jamaica 


After the finish of the Experimental 
Handicap last Saturday a man with a fist- 
ful of racing records would have had a 
reasonably good chance to demonstrate 
that it didn’t happen. Here was a son of 
Tintagel. which couldn't be dragged a mile 
and was of no real use after he was two, 
fighting in the stretch with a son of *Bull 
Dog, which has a longer range, but is still 
no sire of cup horses, and both of them 
running gamely to the finish to be one- 
two, with the stayers all back of them. 
“What stayers?” may be the logical ques- 
tion. 

Cornish Knight has done everything 
asked of him here, beating Brabancon in 
a sprint and then taking the Experimental, 
and I am not sure I believe it yet. He is a 
good-sized, blaze-faced chestnut, rather 
rangy and raw-boned, and suggestive of a 
good deal of power. But, curse it all, he 
ought to sprint. I know that everyone will 
run forward with his maternal grandsire, 
*Qmar Khayyam, but a real stayer has to 
have more than a staying grandparent— 
he shouldn’t have any holes in his pedi- 
gree. 

Possibly this is taking too serious a view 
of the affair. A mile and a sixteenth isn’t 
exactly a genuine distance, and Cornish 
Knight was not carrying much weight. 
Furthermore, Phalanx was going to run 
over him in another sixteenth. This tour- 
ist isn’t quite prepared to mount Phalanx 
for the Derby yet, but I think he’s the best 
I have seen in action here. He was fairly 
rolling in the late stages, and if the race 
helps him at all it is hard to see around 
him for the Wood. 


War Department 


Two good races on the second Saturday 
came from horses with slight military con- 
notations. The first was William Helis’ 
Greek Warrior, which was perhaps the 
best sprinter around in 1945, and consider- 
ably less than that last year. His seven 
furlongs in 1:2215 at Belmont Park in the 
American Legion Handicap was one of the 
crack speed performances of the 1945 sea- 
son, but last year he won only once in 11 
tries. On Saturday he got to the front 
early, which is about the only way he'll 
run, and nothing could bring him to a 
drive. Shelby Clark, who has recently re- 
covered from what you might call sus- 
pensory trouble, was looking back for 
horses a furlong out. The time was 1:1114, 
not sensational, but as good as had been 
done at the meeting. 
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It was clipped by the odd fifth of a see- 
ond two races later, when War Date and 
Tom Smith made their first official appear- 
ance here. The mare was very good at 
three, too, but last year went without a 
victory in 12 starts. Brookmeade Stable’s 
Music was supposed to be something 
special in this race, but War Date put her 
away and kept on going. 

Greek Warrior is perceptibly lighter in 
color, and he was always light through the 
body. War Date seems to have a bit more 
substance than she did last year, and she 
may have something to say to Gallorette,

Experimentals 


And the Derby 


At this time of year the current of Amer- 
ican racing runs toward the Kentucky 
Derby and the principal 3-year-old events 
that follow it. At Jamaica last week the 
six-furlong and 1,);-mile sections of the 
Experimental Free Handicap gave eastern- 
ers a chance to appraise a number of Der- 
by nominees, and Keeneland and Bowie 
brought out a few. 


At Six Furlongs 


The six-furlong section of the Experi- 
mental, won by C. V. Whitney’s Sky Raid- 
er colt Bastogne, left hope for some of 
the beaten field. The winner outfinished 
I Will by half a length as the Jaclyn Sta- 
ble colt made a determined challenge, then 
tired. Peace Harbor, the third horse, 
rushed up on the outside, indicating that 


a longer distance might suit him better. 


Stepfather, outrun early in the race, also 
had speed in the stretch. 

The favored Blue Border, which with 
I Will shared top weight of 124 pounds, 
was bothered on the far turn, started to 
close on the leaders in the stretch, then 
tired. Famestown was in a jam on the 
back side, had to be taken up. Bastogne, 
a pound overweight at 116, had been 
ranked in the eighth flight of the handicap. 


Last year Assault, which had been ranked 
in the eighth division of the Experimental 
at 116 pounds, won the six-furlong section. 


At 1 1/16 Miles 


Except for William Helis’ Jobstown. 
which started in both sections, the 1,;- 
mile Experimental brought out a fresh 
field. As in the same race last year. won 
by the lightly weighted Alamond, E. P. 
Taylor's Cornish Knight, eleventh- 
flighter at 110 pounds, confused the cal- 
culations by wearing down Secnav (106). 
with Phalanx (122) third, beaten a neck 
and a length. Brabancon (112) weak- 
ened in the last sixteenth, finished fourth. 

Phalanx, viewed by many as one of the 
outstanding Derby nominees, was making 
his first start since November. He was in 
close quarters early in the race, swept 
down the stretch as if the 114 miles of the 
Derby would be within his reach. The 
King Ranch’s Better Value, which had 
won at 1,4; miles earlier in the week, also 
was in close quarters at the start, but un- 
like Phalanx he did not move ahead when 
he got clear. The late speed Stepfather 
had showed in the six-furlong Experimen- 
tal was not in evidence in the longer race. 
and he could do no better than eighth in 
the field of nine. 


Cornish Knight, though not the extreme 
betting outsider in the race, was the only 
starter which had not been tried at a mile 
or farther, and by virtue of his being a 
son of the sprinting Tintagel, was not seri- 
ously considered at 1,); miles. His appar- 
ent willingness to go on may have an un- 


expected bearing on the race at Churchill 
Downs on May 3. 


Faultless and George Gains 


Aside from the Experimentals, most im- 
portaat pre-Derby race of last week was 
the Phoenix Handicap at Keeneland, a six- 
furlong event that brought out Calumet 
Farm’s Faultless. The son of Bull Lea 
was pitted against a field of 12 older 
horses. Trainer Ben Jones was more in- - 
terested in giving the colt a chance to run 
than in making an all-out effort to win, but 
Faultless was caught on the rail almost 
immediately after the break and had little 
opportunity to display his merit. 

Winner of the 85th running of the Phoe- 
nix was George Gaines, a 4-year-old colt 
by He Did which had just come up from 
Florida with a record of three consecutive 
wins. Under a good ride by Jockey Wil- 
lie Balzaretti, George Gains took the top, 
won by almost three lengths as the fast- 
closing Pellicle charged up in the last 
hundred yards to be second. Ariel Ace 
was third. But George Schneider, of In- 
dianapolis, who owns George Gains, 
couldn’t consider his visit to Lexington 
an unadulterated joy—a few days later his 
automobile was looted of clothing and 
other property valued at $800 while it was 
parked at one of the Lexington golf 
courses. 


Peppy Nell and Cosmic Missile 


Keeneland’s six-furlong Ashland Stakes 
for fillies brought out Peppy Nell, an-

A Study of Grazing Habits of Horses 


Would Uncover Valuable Information 


How does a horse graze? 

That seems like an elementary sort of 
question, but as a matter of fact we don’t 
know the answer to it, at least not the kind 
of an answer that is of real scientific value. 
We have all spent considerable time admir- 
ing Blue Belle and her foal as they munch 
the grass, but that is not quite enough. 
What we really need is a good research 
worker or two to stay with a horse night 
and day for a week and put down every 
move he makes. 

This has been done with cattle. In 1940 
and 1941 Keith Kennedy, of Cornell Uni- 
versity. spent four periods of 24 hours each 
with three Aberdeen-Angus and one Here- 
ford beef cow. He found out a number of 
things that are interesting to horsemen, 
partly because we need cattle manure (and 
therefore cattle) on our pastures to keep 
them sweet, and partly because of what 
might be learned if a similar technique 
were used in studying horses. 

The grazing apparatus of a cow consists 
of a row of lower teeth and a muscular 
pad on the upper jaw against which the 
teeth are pressed in severing blades of 
grass from the stems. The tongue is pro- 
truded from the mouth with great rapidity, 
usually alternating from one side to the 
other, collecting grass at one end of the 
cycle and swallowing it at the other. A 
cow takes from 50 to 70 bites a minute, 
and under optimum conditions will take 
as many as 90—tie that one if you can. 


Union Basis 


A cow’s grazing hours are on a strictly 
union basis. No matter whether the grass 
is tall or short, close together or miles 
apart, a cow will not graze more than 
eight hours, and prefers to shave that time 
a little if possible. She chews her cud 
about 7 hours. She lies down about nine 
times a day for periods ranging from less 
than one hour to more than six hours, and 
spends almost exactly 12 hours at it, or 
half her time. About 40 per cent of her 
grazing is done at night, the balance in 
the day time. When on good pasture she 
will drink only once in 24 hours, usually 
in the late afternoon. Even where the 
grass is of the best quality a cow will 
spend about three out of her eight grazing 
hours walking about and selecting what 
she wants to eat. 

All of the above data was gathered by 
means of a stop watch. Numbered stakes 
were driven into the sward at regular in- 
tervals, which enabled the cows’ course to 
be plotted on a graph. It was thus de- 


136 


termined that the average cow, in pastures 
ranging in size from three to seven acres, 


travels about 2% miles in 24 hours, two 
miles in the daytime and half a mile at 
night. 

By mowing strips in the pasture, weigh- 
ing the herbage so gathered, and allowing 
the cows to graze similar strips, it was 
possible to calculate the amount consumed. 
On a dense sward of fresh pasture, four 
to five inches high, of bluegrass and wild 
white clover, a cow in 24 hours consumed 
about 150 pounds of green herbage, or 
enough to make a pile six feet across and 
three feet high. It was the equivalent of 
32 pounds of dry matter. 

This was during the first four days of 
grazing. During the next five days the 
amount consumed fell to about 90 pounds 
of green herbage, or 20 pounds of dry 
matter. Thereafter consumption fell to 45 
pounds of green or 10 pounds of dry 
matter. 

When the grass was allowed to reach a 
height of about ten inches before being 
grazed, the 24-hour consumption was only 
70 pounds of green material or the equiva- 
lent of 20 pounds of dry matter. 


As a sward grows taller it also becomes 
less dense, so that mechanically speaking 
a cow cannot get as much grass in a given 
amount of time. Not only does grass he- 
come less palatable as it matures and 
grows taller, but it also is less nutritious. 

The average cow deposits about 12 
droppings daily, containing in all about 
46 pounds of manure covering eight square 
feet. During a grazing season of 160 
days this means a total of three and a half 
tons of manure covering about 1.250 
square feet. Cows will not eat where 
cattle manure has been deposited even 
though the deposits are two or three years 
old and are covered with luxuriant grass. 

The above is all very interesting, you 
may say, but what has it to do with graz- 
ing management? Well, a whole lot. 
Since a cow cannot increase the size of her 
“mowing machine,” and since she won't 
increase her grazing hours, we have to 


manage our pastures so that they are de- 
signed to furnish her with the maximum 
amount of feed that can be consumed by 
this apparatus in the allotted time. 

We have seen that the amount consumed 
drops from an average of 32 pounds of dry 
matter during the first four days of graz- 
ing a fresh pasture to 20 pounds during 
the next five, and to 10 pounds thereafter, 
When the herbage is allowed to grow tall, 
the amount consumed is 20 pounds, even 
during the first few days of grazing. 


Answer—Close Grazing 


The answer to all this evidence is pe- 
riodical close grazing, which for the grass 
on most of our horse farms means that 
four pastures should be used, and enough 
stock placed on them to graze any one of 
them short in seven to eight days. Under 
this arrangement a pasture will have a 
three-weeks’ growth of grass, which during 
average conditions will be four to five 
inches high. It means that the preferred 
stock, such as show cattle, Thoroughbred 
yearlings, and foaling mares should be 
turned out first on a pasture and be re- 
placed after four days with steers or bar- 
ren mares. It means that pasture should 
never be allowed to grow tall, and that 
highly productive small pastures are what 
a cow needs, not big ranges with sparse 
vegetation in which she spends most of 
her eight hours walking from one bite to 
another. 

Because cattle do 60 per cent of their 
grazing by day, shade trees will keep them 
cooler and encourage them to continue 
eating in the hot summer months. A cow 
that usually drinks only once a day must 
have an ample supply of water when she 
fills up—small troughs are of no use. 

The fastidious nose of the cow and the 
quantity of manure deposited, which on 
highly productive pastures that will carry 
one animal to the acre means a relatively 
large polluted area, requires regular use 
of a chain harrow. When this is im- 
possible—and they are pretty hard to buy 
right now—the same effect can be obtained 
by mowing the pasture. The knife will 
mow the bright green grass from those 
extra-rich spots and the cows will then 
eat it readily. It is the smell and not the 
taste that makes bossy so choosy. A horse 
feels the same way. 


Need Grazing Data 


We need a similar body of data about 
the grazing habits of horses. Probably 
our management of horse pastures is pretty 
good, but at least we ought to have the 
evidence to confirm our conclusions. The 
chances are that it would reveal several 
things which are being omitted or which 
ought to be changed. Here is a real chance 
for one of the agricultural colleges in a 
state where horse raising plays an im- 
portant part. 
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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


Gulfstream Seeks 
Date Agreement 


The desirability of earlier opening and 
closing dates for Florida race courses, in 
the best interests of the Thoroughbred 
sport everywhere, was never better illus- 
trated than in the present racing situation 
throughout the East, according to James 


Donn, president of Gulfstream Park, 
quoted in publicity release dated 
April 11. 


“A dearth of entries has been apparent 
at early Eastern meetings,” Donn stated, 
“due to the severe winter and a natural 
set-back in training activity. Horses which 
campaigned at winter tracks are carrying 
the brunt of the battle at New York and 
Maryland, and small fields have resulted. 

“In the best interests of all tracks the 
parent organization, the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations, should meet at the 
counsel table to determine proper dates 
for winter, spring, summer and autumn, 
dove-tailing into the plans of each course. 
It is imperative that lengthy conflict be- 
tween Florida and Maryland or New York 
be avoided, with racing opening and clos- 
ing in all areas at a time best for all con- 
cerned and of the maximum value to the 
states and affected communities. 

“At this period of the year Florida is in 
active competition for horses with Mary- 
land and New York, as Kentucky and 
\ew England also prepare to come into 
the picture almost immediately. An earlier 
closing of our season eliminates such com- 
petition, and perhaps some solution may 
be reached to enable Florida to start in 
mid-November, or thereabouts, with our 
sport terminating the first Saturday after 
the first Monday of April.” 

It is Donn’s further contention that such 
a plan would insure big fields in early 
spring racing throughout the East as fit 
and ready horses converge on northern 
courses, redounding in turn to the benefit 
of the local sport in mid-November with 
an equine influx from the North. 

Although mutuel play and attendance 
at Gulfstream Park have held up amaz- 
ingly this season, showing a substantial in- 
crease over last year, the drop-off is in- 
creasingly apparent as tourists swarm 
homeward. The Gulfstream Park presi- 
dent points out that the present April 19 
closing is entirely too late to materially 
benefit tracks, state or horsemen. 

In an earlier publicity release, Donn 
had said: “I am amazed to note the 
leamed counsel of Hialeah Park recently 
stated publicly that this effort to advance 
the season is my ‘brain child’ and is being 
instigated for the sole benefit of Gulf- 
stream Park. If Hialeah wishes late dates, 
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these can be made available, inasmuch as 
I expect to again request the middle 40 
days for our 1948 meeting. I feel this re- 
quest is more than justified in view of 
Gulfstream Park’s rapidly increasing pop- 
ularity, its commodious arrangements for 
the convenience and entertainment of visi- 
tors, and its growing beauty.” 


The Ebb Sets In 


Attendance and pari-mutuel totals for 
Gulfstream Park had started to decrease 
slightly during the last few days in March. 
With the beginning of April, and for the 
first 11 racing days of the month, the 
slump became more apparent. 

The track opened its 40-day meeting on 
March 5. Attendance that day was 19,200, 
the pari-mutuel handle was $1,173,690. 
During the remainder of the month the 
track had six days on which pari-mutuel 
turnover exceeded the million-dollar mark, 
the last of them coming on March 22, 
when 21,878 persons, largest crowd of the 
meeting, wagered $1,111,836. 

Throughout March, attendance averaged 
12.897 daily—pari-mutuel turnover $871.- 
103 daily. 

For the first 11 days of racing in April, 
attendance averaged only 8,823 per day,

Donn, Hialeah had a total attendance of 
707,767 (daily average 17,694) and total 
pari-mutuel handle of $48,271,317 (daily 
average $1,206,783). 


Bowie and Elsewhere 


The ll-day spring meeting at Bowie 
ended April 12, when 19,108 persons 
wagered $1,121,384. The pari-mutuel 
turnover for the day was high for the 
meeting. Previous high had been April 5, 
when 18,386 persons bet $1,007,915. 

The story at Bowie was this: A big 
slump in attendance as compared with 
1946, a big drop in the betting total, the 
latter largely a result of the decreased at- 
tendance. 

Total attendance was 144,290 for the 11 
days this year, as compared with 172,000 - 
for the 12 days of 1946. The decrease was 
16 per cent.

Los ANGELES 

Not since Morvich came out of the 
West in 1922 has a California-bred won 
the Kentucky Derby. Only twice in the 
quarter-century since then has a Califor- 
nia-bred been considered worthy of a 
chance in the Derby. Next May 3 at 
Churchill Downs there will be not one but 
two brave attempts by California-breds to 
capture the 3-year-old classic of the 
country. 

One of them, Harry M. Warner’s Step- 
father, is already in the East, with his 
next objective the Wood Memorial. The 
other, E. O. Stice and Sons’ On Trust, 
which all winter was a better colt than 
Stepfather, is still at Santa Anita. He 
will leave here by plane on April 20 for 
Louisville, accompanied by Trainer Willie 
Molter, a pony, ex-jockey Clyde Turk, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Earl Stice, of Eagle Rock, 
Calif. 

The invasion of Kentucky will mark On 
Trust’s first race outside of California. 
One week later the chestnut colt will swing 
over to Maryland for the Preakness at 
Pimlico, for which he has been made a 
supplementary nominee. 

Thet On Trust is a great prospect and a 
worthy challenger for 3-year-old honors 
this year goes without argument, unless 
an argument comes from the colts in Ken- 
tucky, as we surmise it will. At any rate, 
were it possible to stage the “run for the 


roses” out here, Col. Matt Winn could 
pack his course with southern Californians 
who would gladly back the Santa Anita 
Derby winner against any 3-year-old out 
this season. 

On Trust’s preparation for the Derby 
has been harder on Trainer Molter than 
on the colt. From Tuesdays to Saturdays, 
Molter trains a large public stable at Tan- 
foran, then commutes to Santa Anita on 
week-ends to supervise On Trust’s training. 
While he is away, Turk looks after the 
horse. So far, On Trust has done nothing 
more strenuous since winning the Santa 
Anita Derby than to go five furlongs in 
1:0334. 

Owner Earl Oscar Stice is one of those 
rare individuals who has had nothing but 
good stakes winners ever since he entered 
racing, which was only three years ago. 
Now 55, he is a pleasant, dignified gen- 
tleman who has turned over his plumbing 
business to his sons Gary, 34, and Tod, 32, 
and has been having some fun racing. The 
business would seem in good hands; Gary 
is a graduate of Oregon State College, 
and Tod an alumnus of Stanford Uni- 
versity. 


One Horse Led to Another 


The elder Stice entered the sport quite 
by accident. One day he visited Bay 
Meadows with his friend Elwood B. John-

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ston, the pie-eman of Los Angeles, who 
owns *Old English, Guam (out of the 
dam of On Trust), and other Thorough- 
breds that have won a good share of races, 
Johnston is a perpetual enthusiast about 
everything, be it race horses or cocoanut 
cream pies. He prevailed upon Stice to 
get himself a horse, and talked so con- 
vincingly that Stice wound up buying a 
plater named Ultonian on the condition 
that Molter would train it.  Ultonian 
proved to be a fair mud horse, won a few 
cheap races, and the Eagle Rock plumber 
was an easy convert from then on. 

His next horse was his first good one. 
During the racing blackout in California, 
Stice purchased for $15,000 from Trainer 
Pinky Grimes the one-eyed stakes winner 
High Resolve, by the speed sire Zaca- 
weista. High Resolve went on to equal 
the world’s record of 1:22 for seven fur- 
longs, and joined the increasing circle of 
Thoroughbreds that have won _ over 
$100,000. 

Last summer during the Hollywood 
Park meeting illness struck Jerry Mayer, 
and before he entered a hospital for an 
operation he decided to dispose of his 
racing stable, which included the home- 
bred On Trust. Molter, who was training 
the colt for Mayer, advised Stice to buy 
him, and a deal involving $32,500 was ar- 
ranged for three horses—On Trust, Mon- 


O-Haste and Bridal Gown. 


Derby Winner at $15,000 


On his books, Stice registered the trans- 
action as follows: $15,000 for On Trust, 
$10,000 for Mon-O-Haste and $7,500 for 
Bridal Gown. 


For Stice, On Trust has won three stakes 
(the California Homebred at Bay Mead- 
ows, and the Santa Maria Stakes and 
Santa Anita Derby at Santa Anita) and 
most of his total earnings of $175,295. He 
has placed in four other stakes. His best 
races have all been over a distance of 
ground. Given room, he has come back 
to defeat every horse that had his number 
last year in two-year-old sprint races. 


This naturally is Stice’s first attempt to 
win the Derby. Molter has tried once 
without even coming close. Back in the 
spring of 1942 (Shut Out’s year) Molter 
invaded Churchill Downs with E. C. A. 
Berger’s Boot and Spur, but it was a futile 
trip, indeed. Somehow Molter, lacking 
the proper credentials, was shuffled into 
the infield for the race, and didn’t even 
see the Derby. As it turned out, that was 
just as well; Boot and Spur finished an 
inglorious last.

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Clark wrote that there are now approxi- 
mately 60 horses standing at stud in Cali- 
fornia. 

This reporter does not wish to quarrel 
with Clark, or anyone else, for that mat- 
ter. Peace, its wonderful. But that is 
not the way we get the story out here. If 
Clark meant his statement literally, he is 
incorrect.for the number of stallions stand- 
ing in California is nearer 250. If he in- 
tended another meaning, that, of course, is 
one man’s opinion against another, and 
the thing that makes horse racing. 

A few more statistics might be timely: 
The California Breeders Association, of 
which Walter G. McCarty, of Beverly Hills, 
is the new president, has a membership 
now of 425, virtually all of whom own 
Thoroughbred ranches within the State, 
and are constantly weeding out their stock 
and making additions to their studs. There 
are some 10 or 15 other breeders in Cali- 
fornia who, for reasons best known to 
themselves, do not belong to the associ- 
ation. 

According to the best available infor- 
mation, there are between 1,200 and 1,400 
broodmares in the State which will drop 
approximately 700 foals this spring. 

In the comparatively short space of 14 
years, the breeding industry in California 
has become a major concern that is now 
valued at $60,000,000. Out here it is the 
popular belief that the Thoroughbred in- 
dustry has stepped ahead of such breeding 
centers as Maryland, Virginia, New York, 
New Jersey, and Tennessee, and is now 
second—although by quite a few lengths— 
to Kentucky. 


82 Deep For Heelfly 


One of the more popular stallions this 
season has been the successful Heelfly, 


which stands at George W. Stratton’s 
Circle S. Ranch. A fine horse which raced 
against the best of his time, Heelfly has 
filled out into a magnificent-looking stal- 
lion. 

When he was racing, Heelfly was 
branded a rogus; his nemesis was the old- 
fashioned starting gate. Stratton explains 
that Heelfly developed an enormous hatred 
of the gate one afternoon when an assist- 
ant starter used a twitch on him; the 
thing slipped and gashed Heelfly over the 
eye. 

At any rate, the “rogue” was as docile as 
a kitten when Stratton led us into his pad- 
dock to look him over and take some pic- 
tures. Wilbur Reavis, who assists L. T. 
(Whitey) Whitehill in training the Circle 
S. runners, removed Heelfly’s halter so 
that he would be more photogenic. After 
we left the paddock, without even a play- 
ful nip from the horse that left racing 
with such a fearsome reputation, the halter 
was replaced. 


Stratton, who is entitled to some sort of 
seniority after having spent 46 years as a 
breeder of Thoroughbreds, had 82 re- 
quests for bookings to Heelfly. From this 
number, he hand-picked 30 mares, includ- 
ing Valoria, the dam of the fleet Yankee 
Valor, and Campus Queen, dam of Allen 
Drumheller’s Hank H. and Campus 
Fusser. 


Best looking foal on the ranch is a 
sturdy youngster by Heelfly out of Titter- 
ing, dam of Lovonsite and three other win- 
ners. Seven other foals (six colts and a 
filly) had already arrived when we were 
at the ranch, and Stratton’s best mare, 
Carmenita, a popular favorite at California 
courses a few years ago, Reigh Chipper 
and Torca were expected to drop foals 
within a week. 


At G. W. Stratton’s Circle S Ranch in California, their prize foal of the year is this 
colt by Heelfly out of Tittering, which makes him a full brother to the stakes winner 
Lovonsite. His sire seems to be reflecting that this one should be named LaGuardia. 
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The Circle S. Ranch is a beautiful 177. 
acre tract in Canoga Park, which happens 
to be a part of the City of Los Angeles. 
The paddocks are large, the clover is lit- 
erally knee deep, and everything about the 
ranch is meticulously clean. It would be 
difficult to find a more beautiful spot to 
raise fine horses. 


The Hertz Establishment 


Only a five-minute drive away (still in 
Los Angeles!) is the new 80-acre ranch 
of Mr. and Mrs. John D. Hertz. They 
have just completed a rambling home on 
the grounds, and carpenters are still add- 
ing stalls and paddocks to the adjoining 
property. 

The honor of being the first arrival at 
the ranch, and the first California-bred 
raised by the Hertzes, goes to a filly by 
*Beau Pere out of Pertinent, a Jamestown 
mare. The master of the stud is Count 
Gallahad, an unraced son of *Sir Galla- 
had 3rd and the great mare Anita Pea- 
body. He is a handsome type, with as 
fine a head as you will ever see. As a 
juvenile he worked sensationally in New 
York, but suffered a leg injury in his stall 
and never reached competition. Count 
Gallahad had out a winner recently at 
Tanforan in the 2-year-old filly Nursery 
School, an aptly named daughter of Kin- 
dergarten. 

Kindergarten has at the ranch a year- 
ling colt by Reigh Count that is as nice as 
any you will see hereabouts. He is a bay, 
and appears to possess much quality. 
Everyone seems to prefer him, although 
there is a chestnut by *Blenheim 2nd— 
La Reigh that is flashy and catches your 
eye immediately. It would be difficult to 
make a choice between them. 


NEVADA COMMISSION 


J. K. Houssels of Las Vegas, owner of 
Bymeabond and other horses, has been 
appointed chairman of the Nevada State 
Racing Commission, and Thomas Wheel- 
right, of Ely, has been named a member. 
They succeed George Wingfield and Wil- 
liam Moffat, who resigned. E. W. Cragin 
of Las Vegas remains a member. 

In a recent communication to the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners, Mr. Cragin wrote: “Our State 
hasn’t had racing for a number of years 
and nothing in our minutes shows that any 
action was taken concerning Jockey (Wen- 
dell) Eads. I doubt if our commission 
would take any action unless it was your 
desire that we do so.” 

Construction of a half-mile track at Las 
Vegas is reported to be well under way. 
Barns from an old track are to be used at 
the new course, and it is planned to hold 
the inaugural meeting in November.

Some Observations on Stallions 


American Racing, Training Practices May 
Contribute to Early Break-Downs 


“Tell me, my friend,” said the genial 
Englishman as we returned from a tour 
of Thoroughbred farms in the Blue Grass, 
“tell me. what is the cause of all these 
racing blemishes and unsoundnesses in 
your native stallions.” IL knew he had in 
mind the unblemished imported horses 
we'd just seen as a contrast. “You might 
look to your tracks.” he added, “for I note 
that the left fore leg seems to be affected 
most often.” 


With a notebook in hand, I retraced the 
tour and visited fifty of the highest-class 
stallions standing around Lexington, Ky. 
Seven of these were imported, the rest na- 
tive-bred. Six of the seven imported sires 
retired sound, but only six of the 43 Amer- 
ican sires retired sound! Most of the 
blemishes or unsoundnesses were racing 
injuries. However, the principal disability 
was periarticular arthritis (ringbones, for 
example) but not confined to one bone or 
joint in the same animal. 

For example, a young stallion making 
his first season had been retired because 
of a ringbone on the left fore foot. Exam- 
ination revealed the right fore foot also 
was affected, and other joints were swollen 
and the condition so generalized that exo- 
tosis, or large bony spicules, could be felt 


along the jawbones. This stakes-winning 
colt was retired because he went lame in 
the left front foot. 


Three to One 


There were three times as many stal- 
lions “broken down” in the left fore leg 
as in the right fore leg. Yet about half 
the horses were unsound in both front 
legs. Only three horses were “broken 
down” or unsound behind. I discounted 
the weakened conditions of the hocks in 
certain sound animals now approaching 
senility. I had seen these stallions when 
they were younger, and knew them to be 
sound. 

The counter-clockwise American track 
seems to offer the most plausible explan- 
ation for the predominance of lamenesses 
in the left fore leg. 

In this group of 50 stallions I inspected, 
1 found that the American horses had 
started an average of 25 times in their 
racing careers, whereas their imported 
stablemates had started an average of ten 
times. Quite a little difference, but that 
isn’t all. The native horses raced from 
a year to a year-and-a-half longer, as a 
group. In general, the native horses were 


used a little longer and more than twice 
as roughly as the imported stock. 

A remarkable thing was the fact that 
the six sound American-bred _ stallions 
averaged 33 starts, which is more than any 
of the other groups. The Fair Play horses 
seemed to have a little edge on soundness 
in the group surveyed. 


Strenuous Early Training 


Yet there is a disturbing factor which 
cannot be blamed on racing. A very large 
percentage of the 2-year-olds being trained 
at Keeneland in the spring of 1946 were 
blemished and unsound before they had 
run a race. While in Europe I visited train- 
ing tracks in France and Belgium and 
went to Newmarket and The Curragh and 
saw nothing like that. In these places, 
however, the young stock is not muscled 
and galloped on the tracks, but is taken 
over turf and heath. 

I was not surprised when an American 
owner and breeder with stables in Europe 
stated that training and racing conditions 
in America were frightful, for he seldom 
had an unsound horse racing abroad, 
whereas the reverse was true at home. His 
personal experiences check with the gen- 
eral findings. There is little doubt we 
are using our horses, and we also may be 
abusing them. There may be an excuse 
for horses that start over 30 times in their 
career to retire unsound, but is it reason- 
able to cripple so many young animals 
each year before they can show their 
merit ? 


To Be Successful, Win Races 
It is not likely that our trainers will 
change their ways. There is little or no

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stigma placed on the trainer if the horse 
isn’t tough enough to stand the gaff. A 
successful trainer is one who wins races. 
The fact that American trainers have been 
successful the world over and that foreign 
trainers imitate them as soon as they start 
training in America is sufficient proof that 
the American trainer knows how to get 
the run out of a horse if he has it in him. 
However, if the public should decide that 
unsoundness is a factor which influences 
racing form quite as much as the promis- 
cuous use of drugs, then we can expect a 
change. 

It might be assumed from the records 
that our native stock is weaker than the 
European stock. There is nothing to indi- 
cate this. As a matter of fact there is very 
little difference in their pedigrees. As has 
been mentioned previously, if there was 
any difference shown in inherited dura- 
bility, the stallions of the Fair Play line 
had an edge on the others.

Kentucky Requires 
Full Distribution 


Under a rule adopted by the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission on April 4, and 
becoming effective 30 days later, race 
tracks in the State will be required to dis- 
burse the total purse money set out in the 
condition book for any one day’s racing, 
even though the program may be altered. 
The rule: 

“Whenever an original scheduled race 
fails to fill and a race of less value is sub- 
stituted, the difference in the amount of 
the purse of the original race and any sub- 
stitute race, even though the substitute 
race may have appeared in the condition 
book, shall be divided equally among the 
winners of the races won that day which 
were originally in the condition book, 
other than the substitute races.” 

Leslie Combs 2nd, commission chair- 
man, said the rule would encourage racing 
secretaries to write races that would fill 
readily, and would discourage owners from 
withholding their horses from scheduled 
races in hope that substitute races with 
different conditions would be added to the 
program. 

He said also that horsemen had com- 
plained that certain tracks (though not 
Kentucky courses) had made a practice 


of offering substitute races of lesser value 
than those originally programmed, with 
the result that actual purse distribution 
over the term of a meeting might be con- 
siderably less than the condition book 
called for. This matter will be taken up 
at the coming meeting of the National As- 
sociation of State Racing Commissioners,

Another rule adopted by the commission 
provided for a three-pound weight allow- 
ance in races at a mile or more for non- . 
winners at over a mile. This does not ap- 
ply to maiden races, stakes, or handicaps, 
and is in addition to other allowances to 
which a horse may be entitled.

Grand Admiral 
Is Retired 


Grand Admiral, the chestnut colt which 
won $51,720 in winning three of hiss ix 
starts under the colors of Mrs. Isabel 
Dodge Sloane at two last year, has served 
his first mare after being retired to stud 
because of a broken sesamoid bone. 

Grand Admiral, by War Admiral— 
Grand Flame, by Grand Time, served Step 
Away, by *North Star 3rd, dam of Elastic, 
winner of two 2-year-old races in Florida 
this winter, at Mrs. Sloane’s Brookmeade 
Farm in Virginia, where he will stand the 
rest of the season. In 1948 he will stand 
at the High Hope Farm of Douglas M. 
Davis, Lexington. 

Preston Burch, Brookmeade Stable 
trainer, said Grand Admiral had walked 
soundly all winter after suffering the sesa- 
moid injury in the Hopeful Stakes last 
year, but that he had shown traces of the 
injury while training at Aiken, S. C., 
bringing the decision to retire him from 
racing. 


Grand Admiral won his first start, a 
maiden race, the East View Stakes, in 
which he defeated I Will and Phalanx; 
and the Saratoga Special. He was third 
in the Hopeful behind Blue Border and 
Cosmic Bomb, being moved up to second 
when Cosmic Bomb was disqualified, and 
he was third in the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes behind Blue Border and I Will. 
Grand Admiral finished fourth in the May- 
flower Stakes at Suffolk Downs. 


HARD TACK’S DEATH 


In Lexington last week for a day of rac- 
ing at Keeneland, Paul E. Meyer, owner 
of Rockview Farm at Edwardsville, IIl., 
reported an item which THE BLoop-Horse 
had overlooked. The stallion Hard Tack, 
sire of Seabiscuit, had died the second 
week in March, he said, at W. F. Sparks’ 
Cahokia Farm, near Cahokia, III. 

Hard Tack, which stood first at H. N. 
Davis’ Blue Grass Heights Stock Farm, 
Lexington, and later at A. B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Stud, Paris, had been owned by 
the Army’s Remount Division since 1943.

During the time he was located in Iili- 
nois he was bred to a number of Thor- 
oughbred broodmares, including two in 
1947. 


Foaled in 1926, by Man o’ War out of 
Tea Biscuit, by *Rock Sand (which was 
also the sire of Man o’ War’s dam), Hard 
Tack was bred by the late James Cox 
Brady, who had bought his dam, carrying 
Hard Tack, from A. B. Hancock for $25,- 
000. After Mr. Brady’s death his horses 
were sold by auction, in March, 1928, and 
Hard Tack, then a promising 2-year-old, 
went to the Wheatley Stable for $25,000. 

Of a thoroughly unmanageable dispo- 
sition, Hard Tack’s racing career was 
made up principally of headaches and ex- 
cuses, his only stakes win being in the 
Saranac Handicap of 1929. He earned 
$16,820, all of it as a 3-year-old. 

In his first crop were four foals, all win- 
ners; one was the stakes winner Grog, 
another was Seabiscuit, which became the 
world’s leading money-winner. He con- 
tinued to be a dependable sire, and at the 
end of 1946 his get had won a 12-year to- 
tal of 804 races and $1,564,636.

Horses Repatriated From Germany 


Raced Successfully During Winter 


Paris 

Besides suffering from the restrictions 
on coal and electricity which have made 
a rigorous winter more rigorous still, 
French sportsmen have been compelled to 
alter their usual customs by a complete 
reversal of racing practices. 

Last year I explained to American read- 
ers the normal course of racing during the 
off season; I mentioned that the race 
courses cease to operate entirely in the 
Paris region from December 15 to Febru- 
ary 15. The winter season ordinarily 
opens for trotters at the Hippodrome de 
Vincennes, but since that track was still 
occupied by vehicles belonging to the 
American Army, the meeting was held at 
Enghien, belonging to the Society for the 
Encouragement of Sports and including 
a trotting track and a steeplechase course. 

The Pont Long track at Pau, in south- 
west France, is justly noted for its steeple- 
chase and cross-country courses, and es- 
pecially is it remembered because of the 
jumps at the famous Pau Hunt. Very 
often some Of the best horses of the Paris 


region are sent to Pau for winter training, 
and at the reopening of the Auteuil track 
at Paris it is not unusual for Pont Long 
horses to win. I recall that in 1936 the 
winner of the Grand Steeplechase de Pau, 
the gray Potentate, won the Grand Steeple- 
chase de Paris six months later. 

Unfortunately the racing at Pau this 
winter was not so successful as usual. In 
general the weather was good, though the 
first two meetings had to be canceled and 
the Grand Steeplechase had to be post- 
poned for several days. Only a few horse- 
men from Paris considered it expedient 
to make the journey to Pau, and those who 
did go took with them horses of such class 
that the local horsemen refused to race 
against them. The result was that there 
was a scarcity of participants in the races, 
and the outcome of the trials was appar- 
ent in advance. 

Principal winner at the meeting was A. 
Lombard, whose Pactole won the Poule 
d’Essai des Poulains (French Two Thou- 
sand Guineas) last year. His horses had 
been very well prepared by Trainer G. 


Pelat, and Jockey F. Thirion rode them 
for the most part. 


Winners From Germany 


The success of the Lombard horses be. 
gan the very first day, in the Prix de la 
Gascogne, a hurdle race at about two 
miles, in which Logiste and Arrius took 
the first two places. Logiste, by Victrix— 
Loggie, by Bubbles, seven years old, was 
bought by Mr. Lombard for 520,000 franes 
(about $4,300) at the sale of horses be. 
longing to Baron Edouard de Rothschild 
which had been repatriated from Germany, 
It was a good buy. Mr. Lombard also 
won the Prix d’Oloron and the Prix Al- 
bert de Taillac, but ran into trouble in 
the Grande Course de Haies de Pau (about 
2;'; miles). 

This race produced a lively incident 
when Folia, which had made his first ap- 
pearance as a steeplechaser only a few 
days before, in coming from behind inter. 
fered with the favored Bibi. There was 
an official investigation and Bibi, a son 
of Biribi, was declared the winner. He 
belonged to Mr. Lombard, who had bought 
him at the same time as Logiste. Bibi was 
foaled in Germany and had been named 
Mannheimer. Born in 1943, he was bought 
for 920,000 francs (about $7,600), and 
after his first outing at Pau went on to 
win the Prix Daguilhon Pujol, in which

his owner also took second money with 
Point Bleu. 


Steeplechasing at Pau 


Last fall Point Bleu had run in four 
steeplechases, his first starts over jumps, 
In his debut he had placed in a steeple. 
chase at Pau, where he had won the Prix 
de Adour (2,); miles) from his stable. 
mate Relsindor. Unfortunately he fell in 
the Grand Prix de Pau, a steeplechase at 
4.300 meters (about 2 11/16 miles). 

Mr. Lombard also entered in the race 
Charivari, an excellent horse both on the 
flat and over the jumps. Charivari had 
made a place for himself at Pau by win. 
ning the Prix de Mauleon his first: time 
out, then finishing second in the Prix 
Henri Ridgway and the Prix Gaston Phoe- 
bus. However, he took only fourth place 
in the Grand Prix de Pau behind Tajakvit, 
Lamento, and Eudes. Tajakvit. by Taj 
Akbar—Victrics. proved at Pau his ex. 
cellent qualities as a jumper. He belongs 
to Mrs. R. de Bonand. under whose colors 
the horses of Ralph Beaver Strassburger, 
the American, ran during the occupation. 
The outstanding Strassburger horses were 
Norseman and Pensbury. winner of the 
Grand Prix de Paris. 

The excellent 7-year-old Anglo-Arab 
mare Taiga (Pinceau—Trevise, by Den- 
ouste), never outclassed by the pure-bred 
horses. won three steeplechases rather eas- 
ily. Altogether, five cross-country steeple- 
chases allowed owners to test the spirit 
and way of going of their horses and also 
to score legitimate victories. 


Racing at Avignon 


The tracks at Var and Mandelieu hav- 
ing been destroyed during the war, the 
meetings at Nice and Cannes could not be 
held this year, and a group which usually 
raced at those tracks went to Avignon. 

The meeting at Avignon attracted a 
number of horses, especially from the 
training centers of the southeast, and some 
from Paris. The Grande Course de Haies 
de Roberty (2;'; miles) was won by Pont 
d’Or, a son of Fair Copy owned by S. 
Rochat. In the steeplechasing the 5- 
year-old mare Miss Doazit. by Dadji— 
Mireille, by Coram, owned by F. Buret, 
proved herself of excellent class by win- 
ning the Prix Massina and the Grand 
Steeplechase du Midi, both at 25, miles. 
This was a double victory that duplicated 
a similar feat performed in 1937 by the 
famous gelding Ingre, which then went on 
to win the Grand Steeplechase de Paris. 

The unfavorable weather has greatly 
retarded training; in fact, training was 
completely stopped in the Paris region for 
two months. The meetings that were to 
be held during mid-February had not 
been re-scheduled up to the first of March. 
This was particularly regrettable for our 
horses having engagements in England for 
the Lincolnshire, the Champion Hurdle 
Stakes, and the grand National.
